«LOOP THE LOOP” NOT NEW. 


Diversion Now Popular at Pleasure 
Resorts Was Introduced 
First in 1846, 


The centrifugal pléeasuré railway 
commonly known as “looping the 
loop,” has been looked upon as.a mod- 
ern ihvéntion until thé Scientifie 
American pointed out the fact that the 
“loop” was known as far back as 1846. 
The Scientific American says: 

“Two music hallé of Paris are at 
present entertaining their patrons 
with exciting journeys on this aston- 
ishing piece of apparatus. In the ef- 
fort to outdo his rival, the proprietor 
of one of these music halls claimec 
that his ‘boucler la boucle’ is under the 
direction of the only true and genuine 
inventor. This claim of originality to 
the invention aroused the suspicion of 
one of the staff of the French weekly, 
Ltilistration. J. F. Gall, in La Nature 
has carried out a similar and moré ex- 
haustive investigation, and proved that 
a certain Clavieres was the inventor of 
thé centtifugal railway. So popular 
did ‘looping the loop’ become that oth- 
Tre epuntries soon adopted the .con- 
trivance. According. to Claviéres’s 
plan, the track, after, a sharp descent, 
was curvedintoa circlar loop and then 
extendéd.into an upWard incline. The 
car, in traveling on the two rails con- 
stituting the track, plunged down the 
first incline at a terrific speed, whirled 
around the loop: and ascended the sec- 
ond incline. In those days people were 
more fearful than the modern New 
Yorkers who visit Coney Island, and 
boldly seat themselves in the car, ut- 
terly regardless whether or not they 
will come out uninjured. In order to 
convince, people how safe his railway 
was, Clavieres filled the car with monk- 
eys. It was not-until the safety of 
‘looping the loop’ was thus conclusive- 
ly demonstrated that menand women 
were willing to enjoy ifs - doubtful 
pleasures for two sous. 

“In describing this fearful and won- 
derftul construction in 1846, Le Journal 
du Havre states: ‘At 11 o'clock this 
morning the aerial railway was tested. 
The experiments were made in the 
presence of M. Dumon, minister of pub- 
le works. M. Thiers wae present at 
the trial.’ 

“Looping the loop’ soon went out of 
fashion. The public in. that day was 
just as fickle as it isnow. About 1865; 
however, an ambitious Barnum 
thought, it would be a most excellent 
scheme to equip the circus Napoleon 
with a centrifugal railway. The car, 
however, was derailed on the very first 
trip, and the prefect of police, who was 
at that time M, Boitelle, forbade fur- 
ther harrowing journeys.

CLASSIFICATION OF FOODS. 


Some Sciemtific Facts for the Infor- 
mation of the Progressive 
Housekeeper. 


The foods that are taken into the 
body to nourish its different parts are 
divided ito three classes or groups; 
protein, carbohydrates and fats. 

The term protein is‘appliéd to such 
foods as contain compounds of nitro- 
gen, such as lean méat, albumen of 
eggs ‘and milk, gelatine, casein from 
milk, fish and meat extracts, saya 
American Queen: 

The carbohydrates include starch, 


cellulose and cine and beet sugar, glu- 


cose or grape sugar, and levuldse, or 
fruit sugar. The sources of starch are 
potatoes, rice, corn, wheat, sago and 
sorghum. 

The fats include fat meat, butter, 
fat from milk, vegetable fat, and vege- 
table and animal. oils. / 

The uses of foods are twofold, They 
constitute the material for the body, 
repair its waste and they furnish heat 
to keep the body warm. 


The starches, sugar and fats supply 


this fuel to generate power. The body 
has the power’ to’ convert these sub- 
stances into fats, which it stores up for 
its needs. 

The proteids are converted into the 
albuminoids and gelatinoids of the 
body, which form bone and -muscle, 
Since these substances form and repair 
tissue in the body, the fats aid car- 
bohydrates cannot take their place, al- 
though the proteids can, to a certain 
extent, make up for the lack of a suf- 
ficent amount of the fuelgenerating 
foods. 

The flesh of animals is a highly 
nitrogenous food, and will sustain life 
for an indefinite period. Animal foods 
are divided into red meats and white 
meats, the red meats, such as the flesh 
of oxen, sheep, pigs, and all game, wild 
fowl-and salmon, containing a larger 
percentage of nitrogenous substances 
thar do the white meats. Mutton is 
the most digestible of-all flesh, andis 
well suited for invalids, The fleshy of 
young animals is not~so disgestible as 
that of more mature ones. 

The white meats include the common 
fowl and turkey; the flesh, of reptiles, 
as that of the turtle; of frogs and 
fishes, except the salmon; of crustacea, 
as crabs, lobsters, shrimps, ete.; of 
molluses, as oystersandmuessels. - 

The fiesh of most fish, with the ex- 
ception of mackerél and eels, is very 
digestible; that of crabs and lobsters 
is too hard and closely packed to be 
easily digested. Raw oysters are ex- 
ceedingly digestable.
